S0-239's except where I'm forced (too strong a word - hi) to use BNC 


7. My station is geared towards S0-239/PL-259 connectors and jumpers and 
I find them a lot easier to have around.

Wow, this is great, my first Inet QSO, albeit QRO, still I think the 
distance and conditions may permit our slight QRO-ness :-). I am speechless! 


I was in fact testing out my logging software, which is connected to my 
ICOM IC-725 rig running 100W into a homebrew wire dipole about 25 meters up, on 
the roof of this building, on top of a small hill. The feed is made of RG-58 so 
I assume some losses. The software is hooked up and reads the frequency and 
mode for me. The software will also send CW for me if I so desire, it has 
built in CW keyboard as well as macro-memory keyer. The paddle whiich I use is 
Japanese make, KenPro KP-100 with built in keyer. The software is connected to 
my MFJ-1270B TNC as well, which is in turn connected to the ICOM IC-22A 2M 
crytallized rig which goes to the local 9V1YC DX PacketCluster most of the 
time. So far, the setup works wonderfully and the software pulls it all 
together for me. 


You came in loud and clear on my end! But I suppose I was a little weak 
and QRMed on your end. But this is a wonderful surprise since I expected most 
of the INET-ters to be on 40M. Still, its a pity we could not try QRP as my 
ARK-20 is sitting here just waiting to go. :-), and we'd have more to brag 
about to the list too! You'd instantly qualify for the 1000mi/watt award! 


Well, here's to more future QSOs!
